Noxious Weeds in Politics. 


Alberta has been seeded with 
one of the most noxious politcal 
weeds, viz: Commissions. Public 
money has been appropriated for 
commissions to investigate coal, 
lumber and beef combines. A new 
commission bas just been named 
to investigate the recom mendations 
of the beef commission favoring 
the establishment of packing planfs 
by the government. An act was 
passed by our last legislature em- 
powering the lieutenant-governor 
in council to appoint a commission 
of inquiry to be made into and con- 
cerning any matter within the jur- 
isdiction of the legislative assem- 
bly and connected with the good 
government of the province or the 
conditions of the public business 
thereof.
